Chloral and caffeine 
were administered with good effects. About sun- 
rise, the Pepe fell into a more restorative sleep 
than he had had all night. :

Among them are Minister of War Ku- 
ropatkin, Admiral Alexieff, the Rus- 
sian Mirieters at Peking and Seoul, 
the political agents in China and Korea, 
including M. Pokotilloff, recently Rus- 
sian financial) representative at Pe- 
king: Gen. Desseno, the military 
agent in China; the civil and military 
authorities at Moukden, and the Ad- 
ministrator of Newchwang. 

The proceedings at the conference 
are enveloped in profound secrecy. It 
is popularly supposed that the Russian 
officials ae considering war questions. 
The commercial foreign offices at New- 
chwang and Port Arthur believe that 
the possibility of war is increasing 
steadily. The Russian policy is be- 
lieved to be to hold the present posses- 
sions in Manchuria, including New- 
chwang, and to take no steps to avert 
hostilities with Japan, if it is assured 
that Japan will fight unaided. The war 
feeling among the Japanese in China 


with the Governor-General of New- 
chwang, have commenced the erection 
of a government building designed to 
hold all the Russian offices, including 
the telephone and telegraph depart- 
ments in the center of the foreign set- 
tlement, partly on land ceded by the 
Chinese, according to the Russian ex- 
planation, and partly on the public 
square, about which the foreign con- 
sulates are congregated.

Board of ‘Trustees Hears Testimony 

of Twelve Teachers in Three Execu- 

tive Sessions. 3 

The board of trustees of the State 
Normal School held three sessions yes- 
terday, the last convening at 8 o'clock 
in the evening, and lasting until after

X-Rays in Surgery.

It seems that 
Mr. Cannon (who is slated to be the 
next Speaker of the House,) is not, 
by any means, unalterably opposed to 
any change lu existing currency laws. 
The principal ground of his opposi- 
tion to the Aldrich bill appears to be 
not so much his objections to the pro- 
visions of the measure § itself—al- 
though he is not satisfied with those 
provisions—as the fact that it was 
framed in the Senate and virtually 
forced upon the House. Mr. Cannon, 
at the last session of Congress, as is 
well remembered, was one of the 
most vigorous among the House prot- 


nancy of the Senate in matters of 
legislation. His protests against Sen- 
ate domination were so outspoken, in 
fact, that not a few Senators took of- 
tense thereat, considering them im- 
pertinent and unwarranted. 

Mr. Cannon will undoubtedly be 
chosen the next Speaker of the House 
of Representatives. His position on 
this question, therefore, is a matter of 
more than ordinary interest, He has 
announced, indirectly, but with consid- 
erable positiveness, that he intends to 
insist that the House shall have a 
voice in the framing of any currency 
bin that may come before 
for consideration. This attitude is 
consistent with his record in Con- 
gress. As Speaker of the House he 
will be in @ position to “make good” 
if he adheres to his expressed deter- 
mination; and nobody who is even 
remotely acquainted with “Uncle Joe” 
doubts that he will adhere for he is 
an adherer from away back.”

JUICY PRODUCTS. 


COACHELLA, July 8&—About three 
carloads each of cahtaloupes and 
watermelons are shipped daily, and 
many grapes are sent out. All bring 
excellent prices. The output is un- 
equal to the demand. Only three car- 
loads of cantaloupes at Chicago have 
netted less than $3 a crate for stand- 
ards and $1.50 for ponies. San Fran- 
cisco is the next best market, and Los 
Angeles the poorest, st to say. 
Watermelons are bringing about $3.50 a 
dozen. Grapes bring 15 cents a pound 
at Chicago and a little less on the 
Coast. These returns assure the rapid 
settling up of the valley, as many or- 
ange growers in the surrounding val- 
leys are planning to come in and grow 
crops whose season will not interfere 
with the care of their groves. 


LAND OF PROMISE. 


Agricultural experts are paying con- 
siderable attention to the Coachella 
Valley.

IMPERIAL. 
THOROUGH IRRIGATION ‘TEST. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
IMPERIAL, July high wa- 
ter in the Colorado River has given 
the Imperial irrigating system the most 
thorough test to which it could have 
been subjected. When the system is 
complete none of the flood water can 
get. in the canal, but as yet some of 
the overfiow from territories in Mex- 
ico drained into the Alamo River, and 
thence Into the canal. One new satruc- 
ture in the east side canal was washed 
out, but of over 500 miles of canal and 
lateral all but twenty miles worked to 
perfection, with the usual flow of water 
continuously. By Friday of this week 
the water will be flowing through the 
entire system again, every acre of land 
having a full supply. The system has 
handled more than 100,000 inches of 
water for over a month, and its suc- 


cess is considered a great triumph in 
engineering.

Unfortunately the 
animal had lost its shell and was 
drifting about without it. The little ani- 
mal or fsk. as you choose, is about the 
size of an ostrich egg, with eight ten- 
tacles springing’ from ita front end, as 
in the case of the octopus, to which 
family it belongs. It is beautifully col- 
ored, the rear part being a peacock 
blue, which shades off into a rich red 
toward the forward part, and forms a 
pretty and interesting exhibit in the 
aquarium tank, where it was placed by 
the finder. T shell, could it be 

» Would prove of considerable 
value, for the paper nautilus is the 
most delicate and valuable of all shells, 
and this one is evidently of a quite un- 
usually large size. The shells are often 
found without the inhabitant, for they 
can readily detach themselves, but it 
is seldom the animal is found without 
the shell. At intervals of eight or nine 
years it is said of these beautiful 
shelis are found the beaches, but 
there have been few reported for sev- 
eral years.
